Constitution's Forecast Is Borne 
ut by Former Governor's 
Announcement 


PERRY HAS. WITHORAW 
IN EX-GOVERNOR'S FAVOR 


Indications Are Campaign Will 
Be Rather a Quiet as Well as 
a Short One--Governor Brown 
Says Nothing Except That He 
Will Not Leave His Office to 
Get Into Campaign. 


As forecasted in The Constitution 
yesterday, former Governor Hoke 
Smith will oppose Gewernor Joseph M. 
Brown in the r- for governor of 
Georgia. 

Once more the leaders of the two 
wings of the democratic party in this 
state will clash in political combat 
and will submit their differences to 
the judgment of the people. 

Once more the issues over which the

l‘ormer Governor Smith has declared 
pointedly and emphatically that he is 
in the race for governor. Immediately 
after he announced his deeision to 
make the race, Judge H. H. Perry, of 
Gainesville, who has been in the field 
with the flag which Governor Smith 
earried in 1906 and 1908, informed the 
latter that had retired from the 
race in his favor, leaving the issue to 
be fought out by the acknowledged 
leaders of the two political divisions 
in the state. 

Vielded to Arguments. 

Governor Smith's decision to make 
the rage for governor against Governor 
Brown was made after he had issued 
two separate statements declaring 
that he could not make the race  be- 
cause of personal reasons which he 
did not discuss, and it was made after 
persistent urging on the part of his 
friends during the past two days that 
he should again become a candidate. 

Following the reading of Governor 
Brown's message in the legislature 
Wednesday great pressure was brought 
to bear upon the former chief execu- 
tive by his supporters in the legisla- 
ture and out of it, who told him that 
Governor Brown's demand for a repeal 
of the registration law and for other 
legislation to which the former gover- 
nor is opposed, made it imperative for 
him to take the field in defense of 
those principles. Yielding to these 
arguments the former governor de- 
cided to enter the race. 

Will Remain tn His Office. 

It is believed the campaign this 
time will be conducted on lines differ- 
ent from those which were followed 
in t WPrace of 1908, in which Governor 
Bray defeated Governor Smith. 

gah cerior Brown has stated that he 

Will not leave his office to get into the 
@ampaign;: that if he can possibly 
@void it he will do nothing to inflict 
a heated and vindictive political con- 
troversy upon the people of the state 
and that his campaign for reelection 
will be conducted quietly, as it was in 
1908. The governor has not yet de- 
cided whether he will establish cam- 
paign headquarters. 

Although he will make a few 
speeches in places vet to be decided 
upon, it is stated that Governor Smith 
will not make an extensive campaign 
over the state as he has done In his 
two previous campaigns. He will not 
stump the state, but will spend more 
time in his office, directing his cam- 
paign from there. 5 

Confined te the Issues. 

It is believed that personalities wil! 
be avoided in so far as is possible, and 
that the campaign will be confined 
more strictly to political issues than 
has been the case in previous cam- 
paigns. 

Governor Brown had no statement 
to make Thursday concerning the race. 
He issued his formal announcement 
several days ago. 

Governor Smith had no statement to 
make further than that he is in the 
race, but it is probable that he will 
issue a formal statement within a few 
days. 

The campaign will necessarily be a 
short one in view of the fact that the 
primary of August 22 is barely. two 
months in the future.

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TAFT. DEFIES 
LABOR UNIONS 
~ AND WINS FICHT 


President Kills Proposition to 
Eyempt Unions From the 
Anti-Trust Law. 


BG STICK BRANDISHED 


OVER THE CONGRESSMAN 


And As a Result House Amend- 
ment Exempting Unions Was 
Defeated --- Taft Said He 
Would Kill Amendment If It 
Cost Him Vote of Every 
Laboring Man in Country. 


Washington, June 23.—The action of 
the house of representatives late today 
in receding from its labor amendment 
to the sundry civil bill marked the 
successful jtermination of an all-day 
fight by Pelee Taft against what 
he termed-class legislation of an. im- 
proper sort, and apparently removed 
the last real obstacles in the way of 
an amendment of congress within the 
next few days. 

President Taft spent the entire day 
and bent every energy toward the de- 
feat of the house amendment which 
proposed to exempt labor unions from 
the operation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. He threw his whole influ- 
ence into the fight, sending for sev- 
eral scores of representatives and 
urging them to defeat the provision. 

Taft Defies Labor Unions. 

Mr. Taft declared that if it cost him 
the support of every laboring man in 
the country, he would not approve 
such a provision of law. The laboring 
man, he believed, asked only equality 
before the law, and was entitled to no 
more, 

It was the president’s fight on this 
amendment to the big supply bill 
which caused rumors to spread today 
that there undoubtedly would be a de- 
lay in the adjournment of congress. 
Mr. Taft felt he had a longer fight 
before him than proved to be the case, 
and was doubtful: of the result until 
the vote was finally takéh. When in- 
formed of the result, he made no at- 
tempt to conceal his gratification. 

Incidentally the president sent a 
long telegram to the convention of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive. Firemen 
and Enginemen, meeting at St.. Paul, 
in which he outlined his views on the 
matter. The telegram was in response 
to a messaeg Of protest from the con- 
vention. 

Labor Unions Protest. 

For several days past the white 
house has been fairly bombarded with 
letters and telegrams from labor or- 
gZanizations in favor of the hotdse 
amendment. The messages made pub- 
lic tonight were as follows: 

“St. Paul, Minn., June 22, 1910—The 
President: Press reports of today in- 
dictate that you favor using the peo- 
ples money to prosecute labor in their 
efforts to better conditions. The 798 
delegates attending the twelfth bien- 
nial convention of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen at 
St. Paul, instruct me to protest against 
this unjust policy. 

“ww. 8. CARTER, 
“President Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen and Enginemen.”’ 
Taft to the Unions. 

In his reply to Mr. Carter 

President Taft says: 


_ “Your dispatch of June 22 received 
in which you say that press reports to- 
day indicate that I favor using the 
people's money to prosecute labor in 
their efforts to better conditions. and 
you protest against such a policy. I 
presume you refer to the proposition 
now before congress that money ap- 
propriated for fiscal year 1911 for en- 
forcement of anti-trust laws and acts 
to regulate commerce shall no part of 
it be expended in the prosecution of 
conspiracies in the nature of boy- 
cotts to increase wages, shorten hours 
or better the condition of labor. 

“The supreme court has decided that 
such a boycott is a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law and this pro- 
posal is an attempt to withhold the 
means of prosecuting that law when it 
is violated by a particular class thus 
to be made privileged. 

Opposed to Class Legislation. 

“T am entirely opposed to such class 
legislation. If it were proposed ‘to 
amend the language of the Sherman 
anti-trust law itself so as somewhat 
to narrow its scope that would pre- 
sent a proper question for considera- 
tion, but so long as the present anti- 
trust laws remain upon the statute 
book an attempt to modify its en- 
forcement as ta render “mmune any 
particular class of citizens, rich or 
poor, employers or emplovees, is im- 
proper legislation and in my judgment 
ought to be opposed by your brother- 
hood. 

“The laboring man and 
unionist, if Tt understand 
only equality before the law. Class 
legislation and unequal privilege, 
though expressly in his favor, will in 
the end work no benefit to him or to 
society.” 

After a Hot Debate. 

The labor organizations lost their 
fight to gain exemption from prosecu- 
tion under the anti-trust and inter- 
state commerce laws, after a hot: de- 
bate in the heuse, by a vote of 138 
to 130: the house agreed to the sen- 
ate act’on, striking out a provision 
in the sundry civil bill that would 
have affected this immunity.

IN SUICIDE PACT 
SUCTETY LEADERS 
END THEIR LIVES 


According fs Rumor in Connec- 
tion With Deaths of Mrs. 
Harding and Johnson 


MANNER OF TRAGEDIES 
STRIKING COINCIDENCE 


Birmingham Friends Deny the 
Theory of Pact--Johnson Sent 
Pistol to Harding Home. 
When He Learned of Wom- 
an’s Death He Immediately 
Shot Himself.

Birmingham, Ala., June 
mingham has never before been 
deeply stirred as was the case today 
over the news of the suicide of Mrs. 
W. P. G. Harding and the suicide of 
Guy R. Johnson within about half an 
hour of each other last night. 

There appears to be absolutely noth- 
ing really tangible upon which to base 
any connection between the two sui- 
cides except rumors and the fact that 
the two families were known to be 
quite intimate socially. Mrs. Harding, 
who was the wife of the president of 
the First National bank of Birming- 
ham, was one of the most beautiful 
women in the south and very popular 
socially. Mr. Johnson only a_ short 
time ago retired from the vice presi- 
dency of the Alabama Consolidated 
Coal and Iron Company, and was 
prominent in club and society circles. 

Johnson Called Harding Home. 

According to the best information. 
Mrs. Harding shot herself with a pistol 
about 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon at 
her beautiful home in Glen Iris, after 
having sent ehildren and _ servants 
away from the home, it is stated. One 
rumor has it that Mr. Johnson called 
up the Harding home shortly after the 
act was committed, and was told that 
she was dead. At any rate, it is de- 
clared, before 6:9’ glox " t..éut 
to his home on Iroquois street and shot 
himself just below the heart and died 
from the effects at an early hour this 
morning. 

Suicide Pact Stories Denied. 

Friends of the Johnson and Harding 
families, who include. practically all of 
the most influential people in the city. 
‘are indignant over the publication of 
stories hinting at a suicide pact be- 
tween the two. Mr. Johnson’s brother, 
J. E. Johnson, Jr. who is superin- 
tendent of one of the big furnace com- 
panies, insists that his brother took 
his life because of firnflancial reverses 
and because he had become mentallv 
irresponsible because of worry over 
the way he was treated when he was 
recently deprived of his position as 
general manager of the Alabama (Con- 
solidated Coal and Iron Company. He 
States that his brother upon his death- 
bed insisted that this was the cause 
of his act. 

No Reason Assigned for Woman's Act. 

Intimate friends of Mrs. Harding tan 
assign no motive for her act. unless 
it be that she had suddenly lost her 
reason. It is known that she called 
upon a number of her friends yester- 
day morning on South Highlands, and 
left flowers, but this was not unusual, 
because Mrs. Harding was very lavish 
with the flowers which grew in such 
profusion in her conservatories and 
grounds. 

She had evidently planned the act 
for several hours, however, as she sent 
all of the servants away, one by one.

Dying Woman Smiled. 


Mrs. Harding smiled, gave two short 
gasps and expired. The negro ran 
screaming to the nearest neighbors. 
and Robert Jemison, Sr., for many 
years one of the closest friends of the 
family, was the first to arrive. 

News of Mr. 


Johnson's suicide did, 


not become Known outside the family | 


until after ¢ o’clocK last night. 


Mrs. | 


Johnson had been to the baseball game | 


during the afternoon and 
home shortly after 6 o'clock and found 
Mr. Johnson wounded in his room. A 
neighbor was called, and 
summoned, but the doctors 
no hope from the beginning for his 
recovery. He died shortly after 4 
o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Johnson's future in Birmingham 
was thought to be exceptionally 
bright. He had opened up an office 
as consulting engineer and was 
lieved to be doing well. He .oniy re- 
cently got some valuable options on 
the oil and gas lands in Fayette coun- 
ty and had organized a million dollar 
company to bore for gas and oil. 

To Break News to Absent Husband. 

Friends of Mr. Harding have gone 
to Savannah to meet the steamship 
and break the news of Mrs. Harding’s 
act to the husband. Mr. Harding lieft 
New York yesterday afternoon for Sa- 
vannah by water, and is accompanied 
by their oidest daughter. 

A special train has been chartered 
in Savannah to hurry them to Bir- 
mingham. 

Mr. Harding will reach Savannah to- 
morrow morning at 6 o'clock. and 
should get to Birmingham at % tomor- 
row night. Mrs. Harding's funeral will 
be held Saturday.

jured today when four cars of a train 
in which the troops wet being trans- 
ported on the Manzanillo line of the 
National Railways in the state of Co- 
lima. broke loose from the locomotive 
grade. 

When the cars reached a curve after 
tobogganing for six miles, and attain- 
ing a terrific speed, they left the track 
and were dashed to pieces. 

The cars formed the rear portion of 
a troop train of thirteen cars, which 
was proceeding toward Platanar. The 
number of men they contained was not 
known, but railway officials here es- 
timate there were not less than 150. 
Many are said to have jumped from 
the cars when they started down the 
grade, and thus saved their lives. 

The accident was due to the break- 
ing of a coupling and the failure of 
the brakes to work. Passenger Engi- 
neer Watson backed the remainder of 
the train to the scene of the wreck and 
sent a messenger to the nearest tele- 
graph station. Within a short time 
relief expeditions were dispatched 
from Wapotilan, Colima and Guadala- 
jara. In the meantime, the work of 
caring for the wounded was done by 
army surgeons, who accompanied the 
troops. Platanar, near which place the 
accident occurred, is 115 miles south- 
west of Guadalajara.

the completion of the line into Louts- 
ville, Ga., ythence to Athens, in 4&4c- 
cordance with original plans. 

The completion of this line to Ath- 
ens will give Atlanta, in connection 
with the Seaboard Air Line, from At- 
lanta to Athens on this end, and from 
Stat>sboro into Savannah on the other, 
a shorter route to Savannah by some 
20 or 25 miles, as compared with the 
Central of Georgia. The Seaboard, as 
is well known, owns the Savannah 
and Statesboro, operating 
those two cities. 

How Road Was Secured: 

Ww. J. Oliver was the contractor em- 
ployed for the construction. of the Sa- 
vannah, Augusta and Northern from 
Statesboro to Louisville. 

Mr. Oliver built the road from States- 
boro to Garfield, and that portion of 
it is now in operation. 

Also trains are running daily be- 
tween Garfield and Savannah, going 


Fever the Seahoard from Statesboro, 


The road went into the hands of a 
receiver during the recent panic, and 
later Mr. Oliver bought it at recelv- 
er’s sale, to protect himself. 

The negotiations following the re- 
ceivership and purchase have now 
been completed, and it is Mr. Oliver's 
announced purpose to begin work at 
once upon the construction of the line 
and its extension to Athens, as orig- 
inally contemplated. 

Connection With Seaboard. 

While Savannah, Augusta and 
Northern is to be built as an inde- 
pendent line, it is presumed that It 
will be operated by traffic arrangement 
or otherwise, for through service, itn 
connection with the Seaboard Air Line, 
Its present operation in connection 
with the Seaboard on the Savannah 
end, is evidence of this presumption. 

At Athens it wil} connect with tre 
Seaboserd’s through line to the east, 
and it is apparent from the map how 
connection will furnish a shorter 
between Atlanta and Savangah, 
than 20, and probably as much

Hundreds of babies from a New York 
foundling asylum have been adopted in 
Louisiana homes during recent months.

“BEEF TRUST” WINS 
IN FEDERAL COURT 


Judge Landis Decides That 
the a 


Chicago, June 23. 
the United States district ¢ourt, here, 
today sustained the demurrers of the 
so-called “beef trust” to the indict- 
ment charging a combination in re- 
straint of trade. A new grand jury 
was ordered to renew the investigation 
of the packing companies. 

The indictment, drawn on evidence 
secured by agents of the federal gov- 
ermment, ran against the National 
Packing Company and its ten subsi- 
diary companies, charging violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Smiles, hand-clasps and congratula- 
tions were exchanged with much glee 
when Judge Landis announced that the 
indictment would not stand; but the 
demonstration tame to a sudden, al- 
most breathless end, when the court 
added: 

“Call a special grand jury venire of 
seventy-five men for July 14.” 

This tody will be ordered to hear 
testimony with a view to finding in- 
dictments against the packing com- 
panies. 

The indictment squashed today failed 
to show, in the view of Judge Landis, 
that any offense had been committed 
within the last three years. It did not 
show that during this statutory period 
the defendants had been engaged in 
interstate commerce. The general aver- 
ment that the packing companies en- 
gaged in a combination in restraint cof 
trade, the court declared to be a mere 
conclusion, 

Judge Landis said: bing 

“The court ig not clothed with au- 
thority to supply, entirely by inference, 
the complete omission of so funda- 
mental an element of the offense.” 


_ Trial of McNally.

The information that the house had 
defeated the Hughes amendment was 
received “with indignation” by the ex- 
ecutive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, now in session here. 
according to the council's own report 
of its meeting today. 

“It is regarded,” says the report, “as 
a betrayal of the rights and interests 
of the workers of the country. In the 
debates upon this subject it was held 
that the proviso to protect the organ!-+ 
zations of labor, even if retained, 
would be of doubtful benefit. The 
house proviso is of an important char- 
acter, both in effect and influence. 

“An industrial dispute with employ- 
erg for better wages, shorter hours and 
improved conditions of employment 
may and has been the basis for criminal 
indictments and civil suits.”

“Oh, My God!” He Cried.”

Chicago, June 23.—Chicago babies 
are to have their health administered 
by a press agent. Bulletins were sent 
to Chicago newspapers by the secre- 
tary of the Civic Federation announc- 
ing that “a campaign of publicity and 
education”’ is about to be launched by 
this organization and the health de- 
partment for the benefit of babies and 
mothers. Summertime brings disease 
and discomfort and even death to hun- 
dreds of babies and it is to be the work 
of the “press agent’ to make Known 
the exclusive merits of milk. 

Chicago lost 1,570 babies during July, 
August and September of last year, 
states the bulletin. And any of these 
babies might have been saved except 


for the ignorance of mothers in the 
care of their infant children. 


The health department and the Civic 
Federation are determined to reduce 
the toll of last vear. Many schemes 
have been deviged, but the most feas- 
ible plan seemed to be through the 
aid of a “publicity man” generally 
known as the “press agent.” 

“This message must be carried 
through the river ‘wards’ and back to 
the yards,” says the advance notice. 
“To carry it the wiles of the profes- 
sional advertiser will be brought into 
play. He will furnish bright ‘copy’ for 
newspapers, use large pictures and 
lithographs on billboards, lectures and 
moving pictyres.”

Tn response to the governor's letter, 
dated September 1, 1909, the attorney 
general replied to the governor's state- 
ment of facts by saying: “In view 
of these conditions there is at pres- 
ent no money in the treasury which 
could be legally used for the purchase 
of the land in question.” 

Reference is made to the. suit 
brought by the state against the 
lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
road for taxes, which case igs now be- 
fore the supreme court on appeal. The 
case of Stegall, the government store- 
keeper and gauger in the distillery of 
George W. Cureton, is also reviewed 
at length. In announcing that he 
would have taken an appeal from 
Judge Newman's dec‘sion in the case 
but for the fact that evidence desired 
by the state courts had been secured, 
Judge Hart says it is now the policy 
of the federal government to aid the 
states in securing evidence of the vio- 
lation of state liquor laws. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the report is that which deals with 
the Tennessee Copper Company case. 
A number of important opinions ren- 
dered by the attorney general during 
1909 are also included in the report.

Yesterday's Associated Press reported: 


At a special meeting of the attorneys and referees of the bank- 
rupt cotton firm of Knight, Yancey & Co., here yesterday, fees ag- 
gregating $60,000 were allowed, and an order was issued by Referee 
Jere Murphy permitting Trustee Lovel to sell forthwith 1,150 bales 
of cotton now held in storage at Mobile. 

Fees allowed were as follows: 

Receivers, $30,000. 

Attorneys for receivers, $25,000. 

Attorneys for bankrupt firm, $5,000. 


Sixty thousand dollars allowed for a few weeks’ legal and bus- 
iness routine that occupied only a part of the time these various 
gentlemen give to their professions. 

Sixty thousand dollars allotted for work which scores of as 
competent lawyers would cheerfully have done, under contract, for 
a tenth of that sum. 

There is plenty of rottenness in our state and federal judicial 
procedure that demands remedy. 

None is more flagrant than the system here cited, which per-

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 


What the new postal savings bank law will accomplish andj 
what good or evil tendencies it may develop is mainly conjectural; 
for the plan in an entirely new departure for this country. 

For several years a sentiment for the adoption of such an 
institution has been growing. The device had been tried in other 
countries and proven a success. Regardless of the vast differences 
between conditions in the monarchies of the old world and the great 
republic of the new, it was believed the plan could be successfully 
adopted here. 

The great arguments advanced in behalf of postal savings de- 
positories are that they will encourage thrift among the people, 
will bring to light money hidden in strange places, and will intercept 
the flow of immigrant money. back to Europe. 

Against the first argument, the charge of unconstitutionality 
has been brought; that there is no warrant in the Federal constitu- 
tion to adopt any device for the purpose of encouraging “thrift.” 

To answer this, the proponents of the measure have cleverly 
provided that the postal deposits may be invested in government 
bonds, thus throwing over the proposed legislation that constitu- 
tional provision which covers the borrowing of money on the credit 
of the United States. 

The bonded debt of the United States has been reduced below 
one billion of dollars. Postal deposits are expected to far exceed 
that amount. Whether the new measure will incite to extravagance 
and new bond issues, can not be now foreseen clearly. 

‘The bringing to light of hidden money, and the stopping of the 


that the volume of hidden money is probably exaggerated, and the 
money sent back to Europe by immigrants is not meant for deposit 
there, but to pay the expenses of relatives and friends to America. 

But one feature of the new measure which has received less 
attention than might have been expected, and which was probably 
not in the minds of its proponents and supporters, is that the next 
step along the way taken by other countries is the establishment 
of a central bank. 

Whether it will come next year or 25 years hence, there are 
those who confidently predict that a Bank of the United States will 
yet be organized to take care of postal deposits.

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THE GOVERNMENT V. THE COTTON FARMS. : 


Must the cotton farmer of the southern states add the United 
Statés government to that long list of conspirators against fair 
prices that he has heretofore been called upon to combat? 

In view of the government’s present attitude toward the cot- 
ton industry, the query is a legitimate one. : 

Upon a rising market, the government made its debut in cotton 
market regulations by indicting a group of men alleged to be re- 
sponsible for the increase in price. 

That, in itself, demanded explanation. 

The demand became greater with the joint indictment of a

majority of the larger cotton mills in the Carolinas, Alabama and 
Georgia—the heart of the cotton-milling section of the southern 
states. | 

In effect, the government has indicted an entire industry. 
Since »o such step has ever been taken against any other American 
industry, the sectional animus of this attack is its most distressing 
feature. Never before has governmental prying narrowed itself 
to one industry in one section; when approximate conditions in the 
same industry existed in other sections. 

Yet the cotton farmer pin that fact, while he remembers that 
the present administration has been more toleran-ly treated by the 
south than any other section of a dissatisfied and critical country. 

Here is the gist of the indictment brought against the alleged 
bull leaders, and the cotton mills that virtually comprise the in- 
dustry in the southern states: 

The conspirators were to become members of and engage in an 
unlawful ‘combination, in the form of an agreement, under which they 
were, during the remainder of the crop year, to purchase for ship- 
ment, from Ene divers places named to New York, for delivery to them 
of such cotton of such crop year and prior crop years as was not being 
absorbed by the demands of foreign and domestic spinners and manu- 
facturers in the ordinary course of business, as much as they could pur- 
chase from day to day without seriously enhancing the price thereof, 
but, nevertheless, to such an extent that together they would, long 
before the end of the crop year, have so much of that cotton in 
their possession in New York that they could, by reason of the ab- 
normal and artificial condition thus produced, severally demand ar- 
bitrary, excessive and monopolistic prices. 

In other words, the gamblers of the New York Cotton Exchange 
were confronted with maturing deliveries, and they had expected to 
beat down the price of cotton, make settlement on the reduced basis, 
and then, dividing their millions of profit, laugh at the gullability 
of the public. 

But they were called! 
then they welcted! 

And never, as long as he lives, will President Taft be able to 
satisfactorily explain why he permitted his attorney general—indi- 
rectly connected with the New York Cotton Exchange—to rush 
to the defense of the gamblers and the welchers. 

Attorney General Wickersham, who is responsible for this un- 
precedented movement, attempts to throw around it the judicial 
atmosphere of impartiality. It is to be a judicial “investigation!” 

The claim convicts itself as farce. 

There can be no such thing as a “judicial” element where the 
case has been prejudged and virtually that entire faction of the 
cotton industry seeking to maintain prices placed under indict- 
ment. 

The “conspiracy” boot is on the other foot. Instead of these 
men seeking to conspire in restraint of trade or to control prices, 
it is the government that is placed by its attorney general in the 
attitude of conspiring with bear gamblers to restrain the prices for 
cotton. 

The government has apparently permitted the squeals of a few 
welching bear gamblers to draw it into their game, and to throw 
its weight back of a systematic effort to beat down the prices of 
cotton and to cover the repudiation of contracts. 

This is equivalent to serving notice that any attempt to get a 
fair price for the staple of the southern planter will be opposed by 
the organized power of the United States government. 

Disregarding the decades since the civil war, while prices to 
the farmer during the selling season were being slaughtered by 
open and obvious manipulation, the government, steered by the 
New York Cotton Exchange, opens its eyes for the fitst time while 
the price of cotton is on the up-grade. 

If the government does not undo the amazing and inexplicable 
blunder of its attorney general it will inescapably lay itself liable to 
accusation on part of the farmers of the southern states of— 

Conspiring with professional market manipulators to beat down 
prices for the south’s staple crop!

The motion to take this action was 
made by Mr. Shepard, of Sumter, who 
stated he thought punishment of from 
one to five years was a too severe 
penalty and that juries would not .con- 
vict. Mr. White, of Screven, and Cap- 
tain Slade, of Muscogee, expressed the 
same view. It was stated, however, 
that should the bill be passed the jury 
could, if it should-see fit, recommend 
that any case of pistol-carrying be 
treated as a- misdemeanor: 

Under the existing law a person 
convicted pf carrying concealed weap- 
ons may pay a fine therefor. 

Representatives Fullbright and 
White have a. bill. pending. in the house 
which provides that every person car- 
rying a pistol or othet weapon shall 
give bond in the sum of $100 and shall 
carry the weapon exposed to view. 

The authors of the measure state 
that its purpose is to make conviction 
easier When any person is found with 
a pistol or other weapon in their pos- 
session. Frequently the plea is made 
and sustained that the weapon was 
not concealed, but should this claim 
be made under the proposed law it 
would be of no avail unless it could 
be shown that the defendant had given 
bond and had secured a license from 
the ordinary to carry it. 


DRYDEN’S NEW BOOK 
AT LOCAL LIBRARIES 


A valuable addition to the Carnegie 
library and the Georgia State library 
is a volume containing the addresses 
and papers on Life Insurance and Oth- 
er Subjects, by former Untted States 
Senator John F. Dryden, organizer and 
president of the Prudential Insurance 
Company of America.

After a rather spicy session, which 
lasted three hours, the water board 
ang bond commission yeSterday voted 
to award to the New York Continental 
Jewel Filtration Company the con- 
tract for erecting th ecity’s new filtra- 
tion plant. The plant is to have a ca- 
pacity of 10,000,000 gallons daily and 
will cést $31,000. 

The decision was reached only after 
a determined fight on the part of 
three members who stated they believ- 
ed that the American Water Softener\ 
Company had not been given & Square 
deal in the matter. 

The Continenta) and the American 
were the only two companies who bid 
on the work, it will be rememb ; 


because they believed that the Conti- 
nental “had the business sewed up,” 
to use their expression. The bids, as 


wanted $42,000, while the American 
asked only $30,912. 

On account of the unexpected low- 
ness of the American's bid, the con- 
mittee in considering the matter 
Wednesday, decided to increase the 
capacity of the plant from the 8,000,- 
000-gallon capacity, on which the bids 
were made, to 10,000,600. 

Determined to Get the Job. 

This was done after R. E. Miligan, of 
the Continental, had given out the 
statement, it is sal, that he would 
erect the plant for $20,000, or even |ess, 
before he would allow the American to 
get the contract. 

On the bids for the increased ca- 
pacity, instead of raising the price, the 
Continental dropped from $42,000 to 
$31,000. The American went up from 
$31,000 to $38,000. 

Those who opposed awarding the 
contract to the Continental pointed out 
that both companies had submitted 
bids in good faith and that the Ameri- 
ean had underbid the Continental by 
$11,000; that had not the American 
made its bid, the Continental would 
have charged the city approximately 
$50,000 for the work, which it now 
offers to do for $31,000; that by this 
means the American has saved the city 
practically $20,000, and so deserved the 
contract. 

It was also pointed out that there is 
yet $2,000,000 of the bond money to 
be spent in work on which competitive 
bids will be desiré€, and that the “auc- 
tioning off’’ of the present contract will 
give the city a bad reputation among 
prospective bidders. 

On the other hand, those who favored 
giving the contract to the Continental, 
pointed out that, no matter how the 
bids were obtained the Continental now 
proposes to do the work for $7,000 less 
than the American, and s0 should have 
the contract.

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BUILDINGS. BILL 
HOLLOW MOCKERY 


It Authorizes Erection of 
Structures, but Pro- 
vides No Money. 


Washington, June 23.—Discovery 
was mad, today that the public bufld- 
ings bill, carrying about $20,000,000 
as it passed the senate and house, does 
not carry any actual appropriation of 
moneys, but merely authorized the pur- 
chase of sites and the erection of 
buildings. And thereby hangs a tale. 

The bill originated in the house, and 
it was stated it was Senerally under- 
stood there was to be no immediate 
appropriation of money, although a 
number of members worked ardently 
for the bill in the belief that their dis- 
tricts were to receive some immediate 
benefit. 

In the senate, however, many of the 
senators busied themselves tn unusual 
effort for their states, believing that 
the bill provided for the early erec- 
tion of public buildings. 

It was explained today by a state- 
ment from the house committee on ap- 
Propriations that the superintending 
architect of public buildings was so 
far behind with his work that there 
was no use approprating money for 
any additional bu!ldings for at least 
sixteen months to come 

Late today the senate accepted the 
conference report on the bill, Senator 
Scott, of the senate committee declar- 
ing that the bill was one of the best 


public building bills passed in a long 
time.

C.,L. Angel: Arrested on 
Warrant From Wal- 
halla, S. C. 


‘On a warrant from Walhalla, 8S. C., 
charging him with the killing of Rob- 
ert C. Emerson, C. L. Angel, of 170 
Washington stréet, an employee of the 
Morrow Transfer and Storage Com-
